NEXT RAE 


This coming Tuesday, 10 September, is the closing date for applications to write 
the RAE on 17 October. No late entries will be accepted. If you still want 
to apply, the application form can be downloaded from the SARL web site at 
www.sarl.org.za. Completed forms can be faxed to 011 6752793. Applications 
received after 10 September, will be held over until the next RAE in 2003. 


RAE CENTRES 


The closing date for registration of RAE centres is also on Tuesday 10 Septem- 
ber. Clubs still wishing to register as examination centres can only do so by 
completing the required form on the SARL web site and submitting it electron- 
ically. Centres that have already registered are requested to check the details 
on the SARL web site to ensure that the information is correct. 


CW EXAMINERS 


A list of 19 approved CW examiners appears on the SARL web page. The 
gentlemen, who have registered for the year 2002/2003 and fully completed 
the NEW application form, have all been accepted. In the Kimberley and 


surrounding area there is a dire need for CW examiners. Up to date only one 
person there has indicated that he would like to assist in this matter. The 
prerequisites to be appointed as a CW examiner are clearly set out on the 
application form. 

Whenever necessary, newly appointed CW examiners will be notified via email or 
telephone. (Not cellphone!) The other/quicker alternative would be to consult 
the SARL web page as to whether your name/call sign/club is listed. A new 
examiner will be listed within 24hrs after receipt of his full application. All 
relevant information re CW tests is also published on the SARL web page.

TECHNICAL AMATEUR RADIO FORUM ESTABLISHED IN THE SOUTH- 
ERN CAPE 


The Gizmo Amateur Radio Forum was established on the 1st September as a 
direct result for the need of such a technical forum in the Southern Cape area. 
The two major objectives of the forum are: (1) “To promote the homebrew of 
amateur radio equipment as well as the construction of electronic test equipment 
amongst new - as well as interested radio amateurs.” (2) “To encourage the use of 
2 meter simplex frequencies (all modes) amongst radio amateurs for the purpose 
of experimentation and long distance communications. 


Various homebrew projects are under construction, amongst other the produc- 
tion of a CD-disk containing homebrew projects. The forum will shortly start 
the transmitting of news-clips on the 40m, 80m and 2m band. Futher informa-

Credits for 30-metre 
will also be included in the DXCC Annual List totals for the period ending on 
30 September 2003. A 30-Meter endorsement to 5 Band DXCC will also be 
available.
